HORNET AROUSES A 
STORM IN HAWAIT 


Honolulu, Nov. 23. 

An American veterans’ com- 
mittoo, claiming more than 1,000 
members, reported to-day it had 
sent a lotter to the Senate milit- 
ary affairs committee protesting 
utilization of the carrlor Hornet 
to return 1,000 clvillan workers 
to the mainiand.

The vast contribution of the 
British ship-building and ship- 
repairing industries to the pro- 
secution of the war is revealed in 
figures released by the Admiralty. 

They cover tho five yoars from 
the beginning of the war in 
Soptember 1939 to the end of 
1944. In that period 1,240 mer-. 
chant vessels of 100 gross tons 
and over wero built in the United 
Kingdom with o gross tonnago of 
5,722,532 tons, Production  in- 
creased steadily from 60 vessels 
of 240,221 tons in 1039. Many 
vessels were of types speccinily 
designed to meet particular opera- 
tional and other war needs, such 
as carrying and Hfting very heavy 
and awkward cargocs, and were 
thus not adaptable to methods of 
mass construction. 

Repairs to merchant ships were 
heavy and absorbed more than 
balf tho manpotver available for 
merchant work. At one time the 
nmount.of repair work on mer- 
chant shipping in hand exceeded 
2,500,000 tons—London Press
